THE FARM AND FARMER. 


An icehouse is a necessary adjunct 


to e^ery creamery. It should be built 
teparate from the creamery. A house 
fc) feet >ong, 16 feet wide and 10 feet 
high will hold about 100 tons of Ice. 
If an abundance of very cold water 
is at hand less ice will be needed. It 
is always best, however, to have plenty 
of ice, and for the ordinary creamery 
100 tons is a safe quantity. 


It costs only about ten per cent, more 


to keep a fresh winter cow than a dry 
one, thit is if the dry cow is kept as 
well as she ought to be in order to do 
well the following summer. Add to this 
that tlie winter milk is worth on the 
average 30 per cent, more than the 
summer milk, and we see the superior 
economy of making the cow do her best 
work at that portion, of the year when 
it costs the most to keep her. 


The ol J wells on many farms may be 


regarded m the n.iture of an ineum- 
br^nte. If every niiin that sells a farm 
would reserve the veil and remove it 
with the personjfl property it would 
of (en be fortunate for his successor. It 
has always remained where it wa« first 
located. Suceesshe owners have rear- 
ranged the buildings but iwer dis- 
turbed the v* ell. What V. as once a good 
location may now be a very poor one. 


Maryland has a law requiring the 


horticulturist of the state department 
station to inspect all nurseries in. the 
state once a year and oftener if neces- 
sary. The object is to prei ent the dis- 
semination of insect r*sts and diseases 
vpon nursery stock. Slie law prohibits 
the sale of plants without a certificate 
from the inspector, under a penalty of 
$100 for each tree, vine or plant so dis- 
posed of. Infected stock must be de- 
stroyefl. The law works well and it is 
believed that other states will enact 
similar legislation. 


EVERYDAY THINGS. 


Paper collars are now almost gone 


out of use, owing to the cheapness of th« 
linen article and the convenience and 
excellence of the work done by the 
laundry. They were made of a basis 
of linen with a film of paper celluloid 
spread over its surface, 


Pocketknives are now machine made, 


the blades being1 stamped from strips 
of steel and afterwards ground and 
polished 
before being fixed in the 


handle. The "assemblying" ol the dif- 
ferent parts of the knife is a matter 
of hand labor. 


Wire fencing is manufactured by a 


piece of mechanism which was consid- 
ered, at its invention, to be almost a 


racle of mechanical work. It is so 


intricate as to defy description, and 
e\en after a careful examination it i% 
difficult to the uninitiated to under 
stand its operation. 


Stockings were made by machinery 


much earlier than is commonly sup- 
posed, a frame for stocking weaving 
having been in-vented in England by 
Kev. Mr. Lee, of Cambridge, in 1589. 
Tihe stocking-making machines are now 
almost absolutely perfect, receiving the 
yam, starting the stocking and" turn- 
ing the heel and toe complete. 


Billiard balls are first roughly turned 


by a lathe from the tusk, then left 
Ejom six months to a year in a room 
about the temperature of an ordinary 
billiard hall. This length of time is 
receasary because the ivory shrinks 
more in one direction than another, 
and the seasoning must be complete be- 
fore the balls arc finished and pol- 
ished.

W. O. Cochran—I have not given the 


Humphrey bills very much thought, as I 
have been very busy with other matters, 
and have heard but little of tbe argument 
or or against them. I was somewhat 
surprised when I saw they had pasted tbe 
senate with such a rush. 
From what I 


know of the bills it occurs to me that it Is 
a new departure in legislation and in my 
opinion can only be justified by tbe local 
conditions which are said to exist in the 
great city of Chicago with tbe city coun- 
cil. In my judgment they will not pass 
tbe house without being carefully consid- 
ered, as there are several good lawyers in 
the bouse who will want to examine them 
very carefully before they are voted upon. 
The centralization of power and taking 
away from tbe people tbe right of local 
government Is not altogether Republican, 
and therefore I think It will require some 
very strong argument in favor of this new 
legislation before these bills will be passed 
in the house. There are some amend- 
ments I have heard spoken of which 
might make them less objeotionabk, ID 
that feature, one especially, which pro- 
vides for tbe submission of tbe law to a 
vote of the people of Chicago, or in all 
cities to which the law may apply. I In- 
tend to give them a careful examination 
as soon as possible and then I shall be 
more able to determine what I think ot 
ihein.

War and the American Markets 


Globe-Democrat: The prevailing im 


presalon that a war in Europe necessaril 
means high prices for American wbea 
and other grain and low prices for Amerl 
can stocks is Incorrect, except with con 
ilderable modification. 
Of course, th 


extent of the war has an important infia 
ence on the question of prices. If grsa 
grain-producing nations are engaged in 
tbe war the interruption to planting o 
harvesting thus caused must diminish tb 
supply, wbl'e war always increases tbe 
demand, for a time at least, and the re 
•ultant is an advance in prices. This ap 
pile* to grain only, for ttoofcs are affectei 
with a different set of consideration: 
•ucb a* tbe chances for loam to the ooun 
' trie* Involved in the war, which woul 
offer better Investments for monejr than 
stock* afford, than resulting In tbe drop 
ping of large blocks of stocks on the mar 
ket. 


But grain prices usually do not remai 


long at bigb figures, even when large 
eoQDtrlea are involved in the war. Prices 
went up 30c or 40o a bushel on wheat im 
mediately after the beginning of th 
rruwo-Oerman war ot 1870-71, but the 
dropped (tradnally down to their earlier 
levnl In B lew nxnrtb*. There wag a s!n> 
liar expnitiMe after tb* breaking ont 


tbe Roma Turkish war of 1877-8. Witbin 
three weeki after tbe conflict began 


beat bad advanced 50c, corn 13c and oats 
Oo. This level was approximaMly main- 
tained for one or two months, and then a 
low decline set in which, two or three 
months later, brought prices down to 


ear the line at which they stood a few 
/eeks before hostilities started. In that 
mr, moreover, one of the great wheat-ex- 
orting countries was engaged, for Bus- 
la's product, then as now, was an impor- 
ant factor In fixing prices. 


In tbe present conflict, however, DO 
reat grain growing country is involved, 
nd consequently tbe effect on prices must 
e correspondingly small, even at the out- 
set. There is a chance, to be sure, that 
ome of the larger rations may be drawn 
nto it, and thus send up prices, but this 
possibility is so remote that Its effect on 
be markets, slight as st is, will probably 
ease altogether in a day or two. Xo 
wheat advance of importance is likely to 
ome as a result of the Graeco-Turkish 
onflict, while tbe adverse 'effect on tbe 
took market must be equally small. The 
demand for money in Kurope which the 
war will nause may draw gold from the 
_'n!ted States for exchange Is close to the 
sporting point now, but beyond this tbe 
onflict will hardly have any influence on 
he financial situation here, aud this In- 
fluence, owing to tbe heavy stocks of gold 
n the treasury and the banks, will prob 
ably be very faint.
